The La C r o s s e authorities h ate been inclined to let the auto enthu­ 
siasts “ have all the fun they want,” Now they are “getting gay.” There 
is au auto s|M*ed ordinance in La Crosse. 
No one could discover its 
existence by consulting tile police records, for the almost unprecedent­ 
ed condition e x i s t s that in an auto-crazy city of 30,000 people there 
has never been an a r r e s t for auto speeding, although the law is brok­ 
e n every day right in the business district. 
But the time has come when human safety demands that the speed 
l a w s 
Im* enforced. 
Thirty miles an hour on Main street is becoming a 
common “stunt” and a menace to human life. This speeding is an in­ 
f r i n g e m e n t of the rights of pedestrians, and a reflection upon the char­ 
acter of the city government. 
C o m p l a i n t s have lM*en made at THE TRIBUNE office repeatedly, 
but the number last week exceeded all previous records. 
Then* are 
numerous instances i n which the name of the driver of the offending 
car is handed in with the suggestion that the incident Im* “ written up.” 
This is really not the way to proceed.

United States mail. 
They hope for 
a repetition of the events that fol­ 
lo w e d the railroad strike in 
1893, 
when the army was called to force 
the transportation of mail. The story 
is that t.he Gould system will take the 
1 lead in executing the plan, by order- 
1 ing its telegraphers to handle cora- 
i mercial messages for

The committee does not propose to stop its financial endeavors 
xvith the Button enterprise, hut will add to the fund so

there shall be axatlable moneys to be used for the wise and appro­ 
priate advancement of the interests of this party. The fund is to be a 
popular fund by which no individual may profit.

Half of Old Orchard’s summer hotel 
and cottage section along the shore 
front was destroyed by 
fjre 
last 
night, the loss probably amounting 
to fully $500,000, not including all 
the summer toggery lost by fully 
5,000 resorts, the 
greater part of 
whom will have to sleep on the shore 
tonight. Tile fire was gotten under 
control at 2 o'clock this morning. 
It is reported that the fire cost the 
lives of three volunteer firemen en­ 
gaged in dynamiting buildings 
to 
save the whole colony from destruc­ 
tion. 
The fire was discovered in the up­ 
per part of the Olympia hotel about 
8 o'clock and is believed to have 
had its origin in an oil lamp upset 
by a servant. 
Adjoining buildings 
containing stores located along the 
board walk, beside the Boston and 
Maine tracks, soon caught fire and 
from these the flames jumped the 
tracks and communicated with the 
Alberta hotel and .several other large 
buildings pear the shore. 
Arca of Fifty Acres Ablaze. 
The Boston and Maine

station was blown up by dynamite to 
arrest the flames, 
but

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 16.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— At the meeting of the state 
rate commission yesterday to con­ 
sider the price of electricity in La 
Crosse, Daniel McMillan, president of 
the La Crosse Gas & Electric com­ 
pany, and P. M. Gelatt, manager of 
the company, appeared

pany had lost $10,000 since the first 
of the year, because the price of cur­ 
rent in La Crosse is too low. 
Mr. Gelatt explained to the com­ 
mission that on April I, the company 
had no fixed system of charges to 
the consumers and therefore could 
not comply to the provisions of the 
I>ii bl ic utility law’, which 
demand 
that every public utility of the state 
shall file the schedule of charges 
which it had in operation on April I 
I, last. 
, 
Ask Temporary Relief. 
The 
commission 
will 
probably 
make a temporary order In a few 
days and it is predicted that a slight 
raise in rates for electricity will be 
allowed. 
This temporary order will 
be followed, however, by a thorough 
investigation of the La Crosse plant, 
to determine its value and fix 
the 
rates upon this basis. 
It was explained to the commis­ 
sion that a charge of substantially IO 
cents 
per kilowatt, hour should be 
permitted. 
It was advanced by one 
of the managers of the 
company, 
that a higher charge should be made 
for example to a merchant who used 
500 lights for an hour, or more, one 
or two evenings 
a week, than to a 
saloon or some other establishment, 
which had fewer 
lights, 
but 
had 
them burning several hours every 
night. 
This was advanced on the 
basis that at the end of the week 
each concern had used the same. 
Value of Plant.

It supplied to the Polynesian 
mind an outw ard sign connecting cause 
and effect.

Influence the decrepit 
Polynesian was able to m ake the virile 
white man believe that w hat he saw' 
w as a fresh green leaf, yet It was In 
reality still a dry brown one. 
The end of the last of the tohungas 
w as both singular and pathetic. 
On 
that terrible night in June, 1886, w’hen 
the Pink and W hite Terraces were lost 
to New' Zealand and darkness came 
over the land, Tohoto was Bleeping at 
W airoa village. 
He was buried be­ 
neath the. rain of ashes, and It was 
seven days before he was dug out of 
the ruins of his hut. 
H e was very 
feeble after his long confinement in a 
hole that m ust have been for a time 
scarcely less hot than an oven, and he 
was black with the ashes from tho 
volcanic eruption. 
Yet had he been 
left alone he might have recovered, 
but they took him to the hospital at 
Rotorua, where, probably in ignorance 
of the awful sacredness in which the 
head Is held among Maoris and espe­ 
cially that of a tobunga. the white and 
m atted hair and beard were cut off. 
It was the most terrible and degrading 
thing th at could have happened to To­ 
hoto. 
His personal tapu had been vie 
lated, and this, preying on his mind, 
killed him.

The 
present w riter was a witness of the 
following incident: A branch of the 
A rawas, the tribe of the district of 
Rotorua, l>eing at war. had suffered 
defeat, and one of their braves had 
been brought home dead. 
The v an­ 
quished sought at ouce to find out by 
some omen connected with the dead 
chief w hether they would be success­ 
ful in their next encounter. 
The tobunga w as requested to pro­ 
cure the desired 
omen, 
the 
people 
squatting in a ring about the bier. 
Advancing a few paces from the dead 
body, the priest began to recite a pow­ 
erful incantation, intent on making 
1 he deceased give some sign, the eyes 
of all present being fixed on the slain 
warrior. 
Presently the corpse was ob­ 
served to move slightly to one side, on 
which a great cry of joy rose from 
the people. 
The movement was inter­ 
preted as a sign of future victory. 
This feat was often performed by the 
tobunga of olden times. 
Tohoto was the last of the old tohuu- 
gas. 
The num ber of his years could 
hardly be guessed at. 
He w as almost 
a Methuselah of the Maori, his race, 
and. careless as to his personal ap­ 
pearance. he wore his hair long.

visited him several times, but so ex­ 
tremely sacred was h*> person held 
th a t It was only after repeated de­ 
lays th at I was allowed to see him.

It takes only a few' moments to brush 
the resin from nuder the bridge and fin­ 
ger board. 
For this purpose a soft 
linen or silk cloth should be kept in the 
violin case. 
Never try to polish your violin with 
oil. 
Many valuable instrum ents have 
been hopelessly ruined by experiments 
of this kind. 
The w’oll known instrum ent m aker 
J. A. Otto says that the inside of a 
violin should be “cleaned out every 
half year with a handful of barley 
m ade rather w arm and poured in at 
the f - holes. 
Them, by properly shak­ 
ing the instrument, the dust will ad­ 
here 
to 
the 
barley 
and cojne out 
through the f -holes.” 
The question of strings is an im por­ 
ta n t one to all violinists. Cheap strings 
never pay. 
They either break quickly 
or they become false. 
It is much more 
economical to buy the best Italian 
strings and then to take good care of 
them. 
Strings th at are left on the vio­ 
lin very long become hard and dry and 
have often to be discarded before they 
break. 
However, if a little care is 
taken of them they will keep a long 
time in good sonorous condition. 
Rub 
them off with a soft cloth dipped in 
olive or almond oil. 
Besides being a 
nourishm ent to the string the oil re­ 
moves the hardened resin which col­ 
lects under the bow and which pro­ 
duces a rasping, grating kind of sound. 
Then, also, the "MI cleans aw ay the 
traces of perspiration from w here the 
fingers touch and thus prevents the 
strings from growing false. 
Of course 
the oil must be thoroughly cleaned off 
again before the bow is applied. 
It is a good plan to have your spare 
strings w rapped in oil paper and kept 
in a tight tin box or glass jar. as they 
are just as sensitive to heat and cold 
and dam pness as are those on the vio­ 
lin.—Anna B. Foley in Circle.

Tobacco Smoke Poisonous. 
It is often said th a t tobacco smoke 
Is a powerful germicide. 
The com­ 
position of tobacco smoke is complex, 
the principal constituents being oils of 
a tarry nature. 
Nicotine itself is a 
strong germicide, but the quantity of 
this poison in tobacco smoke is minute. 
The oily m atter which accumulates in 
a tobacco pipe is highly poisonous, but 
does not contain any appreciable quan­ 
tity of nicotine, the chief constituent 
of this residue being a very poisonous 
oil known as pyridine.

and which m ust possess germicidal 
properties. 
One of the principal con­ 
stituents accounting for the germicidal 
properties of tobacco smoke is the pow­ 
erful 
antiseptic 
formaldehyde.—New 
York Herald.
